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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment would require further consideration by the examiner. The amendment seeks to 
combine the limitations of claims 1 and 3, however it fails to include the language "means for retaining the golf tee head in the device". 
Proposed claim 3 recites the ball bearing surfaces and the convex tee chamber upper surfaces, however it does not define these 
structures as the means for retaining the golf tee head in the device. Further, it should be noted that applicant's amendment does not 
properly amend the daim as it does not strikethrough the deleted language "means for retaining the golf tee head in the device is a". 
Regarding claims 18 and 19, the proposed amendment reletters the paragraphs without including the proper underlining and striking 
through that are required by an amendment. Further, in paragraph (g), the language "using" should be removed from the claim as this 
language had been previously deleted. Further, in claim 19, it is suggested that applicant indent the paragraphs with roman numerals (i 
ii, iii) or something similar in order to differentiate these paragraphs from the paragraphs in claim 18. 
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
